Intentiun to prosecute 14 members of tho] . 


Doma, tha ennovnoement raised angry 
protesta. ‘The speakers violently denounced 
the Government's obvious purpose to exort 
preasure on the judgea to imprison members 
_ of the Doms on any pretext. The applica- 
tion for M. Ulianoff's avapension was ro: 
fasod. Tho incident wae a bad prepsration 


for the reception of Gen, Paviol, who, on 
behalf of the Miniatry of War, made 4 long 
expected answer to the interpotations in 
feference to the olght mon exocuted at Riga 
and other impending executions there and 
at Sevastopol, Gen. Pavioff's statement: was 
very brief. He ssid the executiona were 
carried out under military Inw, and the 
Hivister of War was wot ompowered to 
interfere with the decision of the courts or 
the course of justice. Having made this 
ourt statement, Gen, Pavinff withdrew, 
while several of the more extreme members 
of the Honse ebrutod, “Murderer !" and 
“ Aangmsy |” 

Deputy Afananieff invoked the memory 
of Lieut. Schmidt, the leader of tho 
Bovastopol mutiny, declaring that his name 
would descend to postctity a» the champion 
of Russian Hherty. Many of the deputics 
rose trom thoir erate aaa tuken of respect 
to the memory of Lieut.
